DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

Claims 1, 2, 4, 6, 9, 15, 16, 18, 21, 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Baugh (US 5,146,992). 

Baugh discloses a flow control device specifically shown in fig. 1 , which comprises 
everything including a housing 21 defining a flowbore 1 1 therethrough. The radially 
inwardly projecting shell is met by plug seat 13 having lip 83 in shell form. The plug 
member is met by sealing ball 1 5 which plug-off the fluid therethrough when engages 
the seat. The shell is deformable to permit the plug member to pass through under 
increasing pressure as being evident by Figs. 5, 6 and col. 5, lines 50+. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 3, 5, 7, 8, 10-14, 17, 19, 20, 22, 23, 25 and 26 are objected to as being 
dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening 
claims.

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Freeman, Laurel, Hipp, Connell et al, and Howlett et al all show 
fluid control device having plug and seat structure.
